Summing up the evidence for and 
Against the prisoner, he pointed out 
that the burden of proof was on the 
prosecution, which, he asserted, could 
2btain a conviction only by establish- 
ng beyond a reasonable doubt that 
Thaw knew the nature and quality of 
is act when he killed his wife’s al- 
eged betrayer, and that he knew that 

hat act was wrong. 

Littleton’s Last Plea. 
Littleton began by congratulating the 
ury upon the fact that their labors

estion ef Reasounble Doubt. 

Here Littleten took up the question of 
reasonable doubt. 

“This deféndant is entitled to every 
presumption of tunocence,”’. thundered 
LitYeton. “An American. verdict from 
this American jury is all that we want, 
gentlemen. We beli¢ve you are con- 
vinoed from the evidence 1 at this de- 
fendant- was not of sound mind when he 
killed Stanford White. The prosecution 
was compel.od to prove he was sane at 
the time of the killing; but we were 
not compelled to prove that he was of 
unsound mind. | 

Hereditary Insanity, 

“It has been sa@iad by a great writer 
that heredity is the first great cause of 
insanity. I expect, therefore, that 
when 1 show you that this defendant's 
aunt and uncle on both the materna! 
and paternal-side were insane, you wii 
give heed to this great law of heredity.’’ 

Littleten then took up Mrs. William 
aaWs evidence. From it he argued 
that the defendant had been mentally 
unsound practically .from birth. 

“We have not invented any defense,” 
he dontinued. “We Only ask 12 men to 
take into consideration the fundamenta! 
rules of organic life and say if this pre- 
natal influence is not responsible for 
the shadow over this boy's life.”’

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Mrs. Gussie Dameron Sears 
Was Wife of Female 


Impersonator. 





LEAVES MASQUERARER 





Second Marriage Apparently 
Unhappy for Bride of 
Four Months. 





Mrs. Gussie Dameron Sears, formerly 
Miss Gussie Blickhahn of St. Louls and 
a niece of Mrs. H. F. Niedringhaus of 
5300 Maple avenue, attempted to end her 
life with laudanum in New York, ac- 
cording to press dispatches, after living 
only four days with her second husband, 
whom she wedded secretly. 

Mrs. Sears is out of danger at the 
Roosevelt Hospital, and will be ar- 
raigned in Police Court tomorrow, 
charged with attempting to commit sui- 
cide. 

Mrs. Sears’ first husband, Robert 
D. Dameron, was a native of Ste. 
Genevieve, and he is said to have at- 
tended a girls’ seminary there as a 
girl until discovered by a physician. 
After that he came to St. Louis and 
posed at times as a woman, at others 
as a man. 

Gussie Blickhahn was then a stenoe- 
rapher in a Washington avenue store 
and was engaged to a young man em- 
ployed at the same place. She left the 
store accepted a position as stenographer 
in a bank and broke her engagement 
after Dameron became attentive to her. 
He often called on her at the bank in 
feminine attire, and they frequently 
lunched together. Subsequently they 
went to New York, where Dameron al 
tered his name to D’Ameron. He al- 
ways claimed to be of French descent. 

In New York Dameron obtained em- 
ployment in a stationery house. 

Leve of Stage Caused Divorce. 

D’Amron, as he now calls himself, was 
found in New York today, and _ said 
he and Mrs. Sears were divorced 
four years ago, but that he had often 
seen her and chatted with her since 
then. He professed surprise that her 
second marriage had proved unhappy, 
saying she told him last September that 
she had found her ideal. 

One cause of dissensiens between the 
“‘D’ Amrons’’ was the wife’s fondness for 
the stage. Her husband says she joined 
several road companies, and was away 
from New York for weeks at a time. 

Two daughters of the Damerons, one 
11 and one 9 vears old, are at a board- 
ing school near Tarrytown, N. Y. 

The second husband is George B. 
Sears, insurance underwriter, choir 
baritone and a member of the Seventh 
Regiment in New York. 


Brothers Live Here. 

Mrs. Sears is a sister of Henry R. 
Blickhahn of 5253 C-banne avenue and 
of George R. Blickhahn of 4256 Ma. /- 
land avenue. They said Wednesday 
that they had heard nothing of her at- 
tempt to end her life except what they 
had learned from newspapers, and that 
they had not known she was married a 
second time. 

When she was in St. Louis the last 
time, two vears ago, Henry Blickhahn 
Said, she told him she had divirced 
Dameron, to whom she was wedded 
when she was 17. She is now 37 years 
old, 


Tuesday took to 


evening Mrs. Sears 
the New York World office an adver- 
tisement announcing her wedding to 
Sears, which took place Sept. 17 last. 
Then she returned to 124 West Sixty- 
fifth street, where she had an apart- 
ment, burned some letters, wrote a ncte 
to her husband and another to her at- 
torney. directing disposal of her estate 
of stocks and tonds, and swallowed a 
quantity of laudanur It was thought 
at first she cou!” not live, but she was 
reported Wed esday to have improved. 
Separated From Husband, 

The police have made public a para- 
graph of the note to Sears, as follows: 
“You can shut a thief out from your 
door, but you can’: a Har. I hope you 
Will not make other girls as unhappy 
45 you have me. Gussie.”’ 

Sears said he had not quarreled with 
his wife recently. They have been 
living apart, he making his home at 
-39 West 1224 street.

The Circuit Attorney’s office has 
started an investigation to find out how 
the unauthorized subpenas were issued 
for Jeptha D. Howe, Chairman of the 
Republican City Committee; R. Lee Or- 
cutt, F: H. Braden and William Joseph, 
members of the precinct organization of 
the Twenty-seventh Ward. 

Foreman Joseph L. Griswold of the 
grand jury and the Circuit Attorney’s 
office repudiated the subpenas Wednes- 
day. Howe, Braden, Orcutt and Joseph 
went to the Four Courts at 10 a. m. 
Wednesday to appear as witnesses be- 
fore the grand jury. When they got 
there they found that the grand jury 
does not meet until 2 p. m., thaf they 
were not wanted as witnesses and that 
It was a deep, dark mystery as to how 
the subpenas were issued. 

Snecial Process Server. 

The leaders of the anti-Howe delega- 
tion in the Twenty-seventh Ward had 
charged that intimidation was used to 
get some of the signers to their dele- 
gation to withdraw their names. The 
Howe people declared that 11 signers to 
the delegation put up by R. L. Good- 
win were Democrats. As the result of 
this fight, it is said, the grand jury sub- 
penas were issued and served. A special 
process server is said to have distribut- 
ed the subpenas. 

“The subpenas were not issued by the 
authority of the grand jury,’’ said Fore- 
man Griswold to the Post-Dispatch. “I 
know nothing whatever about them, and 
we have no intention of taking up any 
political matters.”’ 

Col. Dick Johnson, Assistant Circuit 
Attorney, said that neither he nor Cir- 
cuit Attorney Sager had issued the sub- 
péenas, or authorized anvone else to isstie 
them. 

Howe said that if he had appeared be- 
fore the grand jury as a witness he in- 
tended to demand that an investigation 
be made as to why John B. Owen, who 
is carried on the Circuit Attorney’s pay- 
roll at a salary of $200 a month, was be- 
ing allowed to draw his salary from 
the city while he is devoting practically 
all of his attention to politics. 

He said he intended also to ask the 
grand jury to investigate the conduct of 
Assistgnt Circuit Attorney Grant Gilles- 
pie, who had been participating actively 
in politics in the Eleventh Congressional 
District.

PONTIAC, Ill, Jan. 29.—Direct con- 
firmation of the charges that William 
Hamlin, a young * nate of the Illinois 
Reformatory for Boys, was brutally 
maltreated before his death on Jan. 18 
was adduced in the testimony given 
before the Board of Managers yester- 
day, when U. A. Wilson, formerly an 
officer at the institution, took the stand. 
Wilson told of a diary kept by J. E. 
Ash, a guard, in which was recorded the 
Statement of James W. Rogers, another 
guard, as to the treatment Hamlin re- 
ceived. 

According to Adh’s statement, as re- 
peated by Wilson, young Hamlin had 
been strung up by his wrists to the door 
of the “solitary” for hours at a time, 
and finally tried. .to end his sufferings 
by dashing himself to the concrete floor. 
With broken neck and back he lay on 
the floor sll night, while guards admin- 
istered the ‘‘water cure’--pouring cold 
water down his throat until he choked 
—to make him ‘“‘quit shamming.” Then, 
it is charged, Rogers kicked the pros- 
trate boy repeatedly in an effort to make 
him rise. Ash told Wilson that Rogers 
himself had described how he kicked 
Hamlin, and the brutal narrative so im- 
pressed Ash that he set it down in his 
diary.

Authorities Find More Letters 
in Benton, Mo., Poison 
Mystery. 


THREE INCUSTODY NOW 








Widow, Her Father, and Man 
Who Wooed by Mail 
Are Held. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BENTON, Mo., Jan. 29.—That Thomas 
Duvall, held in Percy, Ill., as alleged 
accessory to the murder of James 
Hinkle, feared arrest on suspicion if he 
ventured to Benton, is shown in a letter 
he wrote to Mrs. Cora Hinkle, the 
widow, who also is under arrest. 

Much of the correspondence that 
has passed between Duvall and Mrs. 
Hinkle has fallen into the hands of the 


. authorities and will be used as evidence 


axainst the couple when they go to trial. 
A peculiar ,oint brought out in the cor- 
respondence is the fact that Mrs. Hinkle 
told Duvall her husband was dead before 
his death occurred. In the letter that 
tiie authorities found today reference is 
made to this fact when the writer 
speaks of “Jim,”’ the husband. 

Duvall’s Letter. 

“PERCY, Ill., Jan. 17, 1908. 

“Dearest Little Darling—I just got 
your letter this evening. It had been 

waiting for me two days. I was in St. 
Louis. 

“Oh, Gute” you know I love you 
better than any woman on earth. You 
know I want you, and just as soon as 
possible. You don't know how surprised 
Il was about Jim. You ought to have 
told me all about it. 

“Are you at home? I am going to be 
over at Brother Vince’s next Thursday 
and if you will meet me I will be there 
and we will fix everything so we can 
be together as soon as possible. Be sure 
that you meet me there, for I don’t 
want everybody to know I am on that 
side of the river. 

Wanted to “Live Easy.” 

“You ought to claim everything in the 
house and all the law allows you, and 
we will both have enough to let us live 
easy. I have got lots of things at 
Vince’s. Meet me, darling, so we can 
see one another again. I do nothing but 
think of you day and night. 

‘If I knew no one would see me I 
would come to your house and see you, 
but if I was caught there I might be ar- 
rested on suspicion.

DISPLAY--ON THE DUMMY 





Storekeepers Here Say Customers Will Not 
Allow Full Length Show—One Manager 
Calls Judge Wallace Prudish. 





Judge Wallace of Kansas City, en- 
forcer of ‘“‘blue laws,”’ who is reported 
to have notified department stores there 
that no more women’s hosiery may be 
displayed on dummies, is upheld by four 
of five hosiery department managers in 
St. Louis whose opinions have been ob- 
tained. 

‘‘Hosiery cannot be displayed to its 
best advantage,’’ the dissenting man- 
ager declared Wednesday, ‘‘except on a 
dummy showing the full length of the 
stocking. Any objection to such an ex- 
hibit is foolish and absurd. There's 
nothing to be railed mm 6 
handsome stocking, and it looks 
to me as though Judge Wallace were 
straining at a gnat and swallowing a 
camel. 

“He had better turn his attention to 
the billboards and posters’ scattered 
about the streets of every city. They 
are as much worse than a hosiery dis- 
play as—well, they. are worse.’’ 

The four other managers said that 
when hose was displayed on dummies 
full length, customers ‘‘kicked.”’ 

Muddy Day Display. 

“We now find it best to show our 
hosiery on dummies built only to the 
calf of the leg, the length of a man’s 
sock,’’ was the consensus of their opin- |

ions. “This gives an adequate notion 
of the texture and color of the gar- 
ment, without shocking the most deli- 
cate propriety. As much can be seen 
any muddy day at Broadway and Olive. 

“Department store wiwdows will be 
full in a short while of interesting tan 
hosiery displays, but nearly all of them 
will be on the half-length dummy. It is 
a matter of common observation that 
men hardly ever notice department 
store exhibits of that sort, anyhow, but 
that women will stand for long periods 
and admire.”’

Passengers Say Rails Are as Crooked as a Snake 
Having a Fit and Capt. McCulloch Admits 
. Things Might Be Better. 





Residents along the seven blocks of 
the United Railways Bellefontaine line 
between California avenue and Virginia 
avenue on Meramec street call it ‘‘The 
Scenic Railway.” Passengers call it the 
“Bump the Bumps.” Capt. Robert Mc- 
Culloch, vice-president and general man- 
ager of the company, calls it ‘‘a bad 
stretch of track.’’ Nobody calls it any- 
thing complimentary. 

Those who have tried it say that if 
the streaks of profanity called forth by 
the queer antics of the cars when they 
hit the high and low spots were put into 
print they would have to be indicated 
by crooked lines. 

When the rails were new the cars on 
this section went east and west. Now 
they go up and down and sideways like 
a snake hurrying to get home before 
the sun sets. 

Fine for Would-Be Boxer. 

Chasing one of these cars would be 
fine training for the  prizering. It 
would teach the gentle art of sidestep- 
ping in three lessons. 

The condition of the track is so bad 
that the Tenth Ward Improvement As- 
sociation has passed resolutions about it 
and persons living along the right of 
way have acquired. the rolling walk of 
the sailor and believe they would be 
immune from seasickness.

Property owners along the line com- 
plained from time to time that the vi- 
bration caused by cars running along the 
Meramec ‘“‘streaks of rust’’ has weakened 
the foundations of their buildings.

MAKING THINGS E4SY FOR CONVICTS. 

Complaint against the abuse of the parole sys- 
tem in the courts is natural enough and inevita- 
ble. There never was a parole system that was 
not abused. Even executive clemency is likely 
to be carried too far. 

In most places, however, parole systems have 
been adopted because sympathetic people have 
found that Governors were not disposed to grant 
pardons with the freedom that was desired. The 
Missouri statute confers this attribute of sov- 
ereignty upon judges and so confounds judicial 
and executive duties in a manner that can hardly 
fail to prove mischievous. Some states are so 
jJcalous of the pardoning power that they will not 


confer it upon the Governor, but vest it in a 
board. 
An exceedingly objectionable feature of the 


parole system is the fact that it makes the force 
and effect of laws depend wholly uvon individu- 
als mos: likely to be influenced by what they 
gee and hear as to the hardships which the ad- 
ministration of justice musi necessarily inflict. 
Not many men are qualified to hold positions in 
which they have powcr not only to enforce law, 
but to suspend law. 

Punishment for crime is uncertain at best and 
ft is gained im an imperfect degree only at im- 
meuse cos’. Concidering the number of offenders 
who go free altozether it is anything but reas- 
suring to learn that one-fourth of the prisoners 
committed to the St. Louis Workhouse, many of 
them for sericus offenses, are soon thereafter 
get at liberty. 

There is no merit in the parole system at its 
best uniess it is accompanied by a strict enforce- 
ment of habitual criminals act. Here as 
elsewhere that law is rarely invoked. For every 
concession thai is made to the first offender there 
should be an increased penalty, sure and drastic, 
for every parcled convict who returns to criminal 
courses. :

THE CHECKING ACCOUNT. 

A St. Louis trust company has noti- 
fied its depositors that after Feb. 1 a 
charge of $1 per month will be made for 
handling checking accounts which drop 
below $200. 

About the only people who have the 
other kind are the directors of the bank. 
A permanent balance of $200 is not com- 
patible, so far as the most of us go, 
with the high state of efficiency to 
which the trust system has been 
brought. If the trusts were loosely or- 
ganized, and the cost of living did not 
compare very favorably with the alti- 
tude of the Jungfrau and Cotopaxi, al- 
most anyone who works hard and sifts 
the ashes carefully could maintain a 
Halance some place between $200 and 
500. 

The decision to charge $1 per month 
to handle our accounts is not a reflection 
upon our thrift. No, indeed. It is an 
appreciation of the superb organization 
in quarters controlling the necessaries 
of life. The Httle notice received by 
Mr. Smith and Mr. Jones is not. as it 
superficially appears, a rebuke to these 


humble units of society; but it is, [tn 
fact, a flattering testimonial to the 
genius of Mr. Rockefeller, Mr. Beggs 


and the other captains of industry. 

The $1 per month is not unreasonable.

Art Is Necessary to Produce 
Easy and Natural Singing. 
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First of a Lesson Series for Vocal Aspirants From the Great 
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ANY people have asked me what 
my method of singing is. I have 
answered, “I have no method. I 

try to sing naturally." The questioners 
have then belleved that I did not ap- 
prove of many of the recognized forms 
of voice culture, but in reality the high- 
est form of vocal art is the consc'!ous 
emission of What sounds like a perfectly 
free, natural note sung with absolute 
ease and freedom. 

The highest art and mu work 
study are necessary. to acquire the easy 
emission of beautiful tones. 

We hear of many wonderful natural 
voices, parcicularly among young peo- 
ple. There are exquisite natural 
voices among the young people of 
Switzerland and Italy, and the Ameri- 
ean voice 1s noted for its purity and 
the beauty of its tone quality. 

But these natural, untrained voices 
soon break or fail if they are used 
much unless the ginger supplements the 
natura! God-given yocal gifts with a 
conscious understanding of how the vo- 
cal apparatus should be used. 

Thousads of naturally good 
have beeu ruined because the singer did 
not take the precaution of studying the 
natural way of producing the beautiful 
tone, and because the vocalist contin- 
ved singing long after the natural sen- 
sations, which are the *guideposts to 
good tone production, had been super- 
seded by tbose other unnatural sensa- 
tions which denote the forcing of the 
natural voice and wrong tone produc- 
tion, and which herald the destruction 
of the vocal organs.

It has been proven that 
inethod in singing is only 
study of nature's method, supplemented 
by exercises to strengthen the muscles 
so. that they be capable of long- 
continued exertion and of greater fiex- 
ibility. 

The votal cords themselves can--only 
be seqn by means of a small metallic 
looking glass called a “laryngoscope, 
but the future singer has not to trouble 
herself about that further than to know 
that they are normally healthy and 
strong. She will be able to know if they 
are not if her throat is irritated after 
singing, provided the singing is done 
correctly, or if the singer is forced to 
cough after emission of an otherwise 
g00d note. Troubles with the vocal 
cords themselves can be cured by rest: 
but the future singer should of course 
not begin lessons until her throat is in 
a perfectly healthy condition. 

The sensation of opening the throat 
to emit a tone is similar to that which 
one has when about to yawn or about 
to drink a glass of water. By practising 
before a mirror it is possible to catch 
sight of tne muscles at work and to 
watch the soft palate drawing itself 
up in position for the emission of 
high tone. 

In emitting 
of the throat become very taut. and 
vegin to stand out, or the neck and 
chest become red, the singer is forcing 
the voice; in other words, not using 
a natural tone emission, but forcing 
the vocal cords and tightening § the 
muscles of the throat. When this oc- 
curs in practice the singer should stop 
at once and rest for a few minutes, but 
one should not forget the sensation of 
forcing, for it is a danger sign to be 
remembered.
